?8sion dropped from the lips of any Greel^, who was not an 
. henian, they would discover him; and the very flower-firts 
and market-women, of the city of Minerva, smiled at the im- 
proper dialect of any man, who did not address them in the 
pmrest style <tf Attic nicety. The Romans paid the same ic^ 
s'pect to their tongue, and a Fora, a Ciotro^ a Qutn^im^ aad 
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aeveiial others, ivhoic geniiu conld soar fiur above llie mere ctl* H 
cidations of ktten, and the irksome eomparison of sounds, did 
tot disdain to bestow a great deal of their time and Itnowledge 
upon this branch of orthoiogy* In our own conntry, in parti- 
cular, so many endnent philoloj^ts have gone before ns in this ^ 
path, that little remains for the Editor of a Pronouncing Die- ' 
tionaiy of the £nglish Language^bnt to fhmtliarisBe the mind with i 
a knowledge already extant, with principles thoroughly esta- 
blished, and to endeavour, by a more lucid arrangement of 
matefials, to smooth the road to the attahiable perfection of 
the science 

Although, at first sight, such a task might be supposed ham* 
Me, trite, and easy, yet the Editor, by the constant pains he has 
taken to bring the work to perfection, and the almost intermin- 
able difficulties which he met in his way, is well aware that such 
' a peribrmance requires the strictest attrition, and the most in- . 
defatigaLle care ; and nothing but the success, which his exer^ \ 
tions ensured to him, could repay him for the trooble he has 
taken. As he cannot here boast of originality in his concep- 
tions, he must build his fame upon strictness and exactitude, 
and sit down content with the consdenee of having fiicilitated 
the acquisition of a branch of knowledge, worthy of the atten- 
tion of all classes rfsodei^.

the latter is omitted. Several pages of additional words are

ed ; a very few anomalous cases excepted, which bid defiance 
to all general rules, where the nearest approved sounds are

To form the diphthong of or ^f, it is necessary to pronounce the fnll sound 
of i't dwelling some time on that vowel before the sound b Intercepted by the 
motion of the under jaw to the positioa of fonning the slender sound t, and 
then the voice u instantly to cease. — This diphthong \S\' or iSy, differs from that 
ef i only in this, that the first vowel is distinctly heard before it unites with

On the Organic Formatioh of the English Language.

CONSONANTS are generally divided into mules and semi-vowels. The 
mutes are those, i^deh entirely, and at once, obstruct tlM sonnd of the vowel, 
and prevent its continuation. These are called perfect mntes* Ihos^ wiiich 
do not suddenly obstruct it, are called imperfect mutes. 

Semi-vowels are those consonants which do not entirely obstruct the voice, 
but whose sounds may l>e continued al pleasure, thus pernddog of the aatnra 

vowels. 

The nature of these consonants I proceed briefly to explain, 
A vowel sound may be continued at pleasure, or it may be terminated, either 
by discontinuing the mal effort, in which case it is not articulated by any con* 
sonantj as in prononadng the voiwel o; or by changing tlie cwtemntion of 



• Opinions vary about this sound of x in several words, some contending 
(or the softer sound of whilst others, from a provincial partiality in many 
cases, at least, espouse the harder sound of gz. Some of these liave been

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tbe mouth, or relative position of the organs of speech, so that the vowel 
sound is lost by articulation, as in pronouncing the syllable or. It is to be 
observed also, that a vowel may be articnlatcd, not only by being terminated 
by a consonant^ as in tha ezampte now given, but likewise by inttodncingtha 
aouud with that position of the organs, by which itliad^ in the ibrmercase^ been 
terminated, as in pronouncing the syllable ro. 

In pronouncing the consonants^ there are five distinguishable positions of 
ttie ergaaA. The itnt Ift the appltcatton of the lips to ea<A other, so as lo close 
the mouth. That are formed the consonants 6, and m. 

In the second position, the under Hp is applied to the fore teeth of the Spper 
jaw'; and in this manner we pronounce the consonaatsyandv. 

The third position iS| when the tongue is applied to the foreteeth ; and thus 
ire pronounce tfu 

In the fourth position we apply the fore part of the tongue to the fore part 
of the palate \ and by this appUcation we pronotmce the letters d, e, 
r, I, R. 

The fifth position i», when th« middte pert of the tonga* Is applied to the 
palate, and thus wo pioiMNiiiee kp tiM hard sovnd of g, (as In ga) ^, 

»nd vg. 

in the first position we have three letters, of which the most simple, and 
Indeed tiie only eiticttlaror, behig absolutely mote, is p. la the formation of 
this letter* BOthiagIs required but the sudden closing of the mouth, and stop* 
ping the vowel sound ; or the sound may be articulated by the suddea opeo- 
ing of the lips, in order to emit the compressed sound of the vowel. 

Now if, instead of simply expressing the vowel sound by opening the lips, 
la sajring, for example, pa, we snail begin to form a gutlnral sounds tiie posi- 
tion being stiil preserved ; then, on the opening the lips, we shall pronounce 
the syllable ba. The guttural sound is produced by a compression of the larynx, 
or windpipe, and is tiiat kind of murmur, as Bishop Wilkins expresses it* 
wideh Is hoard la the tiiroat, before the breath is emitted wWi the Toeal sooad* 
J9t thoreforOt though justly considered as a mute, is not a perfect mute. 

The mouth bein^ kept in the same position, and the breath being omitted 
tbfotigh the nostrils, tlic letter 19* is produced. 

In the fifst position, therefore, we have a perfoct mute p, having no audi- 
Me sound; a labia! and liquid consoaaat tn, capable of a eoatinued sound; 
and, between, these two extremes, we liave the letter b, somewhat aadiblo, 
though diffpxent from any vocal sound 

Here then are three things to be distinguished. 1st. The perfect mute, 
lavviag ao sound of any kM. Hdly The perfoet coasonaat, havlaf aot oal^ 
a proper, but continued sound: and Sdly, Between thc&e extremes we find 
the letter 6, having a proper sound, but so limited, that, in respect to the 
perfect consonant, it may be termed a mute, and in relation to the perfect 
mate, may be properly tamed .imperfoct. 

la the soeoadjNMitioB we have the letters-^ and v, neither of which afo 
perfect mutes. The letter /is formed by having the aspiration not altoge- 
ther interrupted, but emitted forcibly between the fore teeth and under lip. 
This is the simple articulation in this position. If to this we join the gut- 
tural sound, we shall have the letter a letter atandlag in nearly the same 
relation toJ\ as 6 nnd m, in the first position, stand top. The only differ- 
ence between /and v is, that, in the former, the compression of the teeth 
and under lip Is not so strong as in the latter, and that the former is pro* 
dnced by the breaHi only, and tho latter by the voice and breath coad>iaea. 

The consonant /, therefore, Aough not a mate like p, ia having the 
breath absolutely confined, may notwithstanding be considered as such, con- 
sistently with that principle, by which a mute is understood to be an aspira* 
iion without guttural sound.

In the third position ^ have th as heard In the words th€n and Mfit» 
ibrmed by placing the tip of the tongue between the teeth, and pressing it 
againtt tiie upper teeih. Xhe only difiference t>etween these articulations 
Uiat. like /and v, the one is formed by the breath only, and the other.by the 
breath and voice together. Tlie sound of th, in thin, is usually marked wttti 
a stroll e through the A» like the SaiOD» to diitioguish it fnm iu other eound, 
as in thick. 

Here also may be distinguished the perfect and the imperfect consonant ; 
Ibr the th in thin has no sound, but Is audible, whereas the th ia thU, then^ 

has a sound, and that continued. 

In the fourth position there are several consonants formed. 

Ist. If the breath be stopped, by applying the fore part of the tongue forcibly 
to that part of the palate wiiich is contiguous to the fore teeth, we produce 
the perfect mute t, having neither aspiration or guttural found. By accom* 
panying this operation of liic tongue and palate with the guttural sound, we 
shall pronounce the letter d, which, like b of the first position, may be const* 
deied as a mute, though not perfect, iror in pronouncing ec^ the tongue at 
flrst gently touches tlie gum, and b gradually pressed closer, till the sound It 
obstructed ; whereas in pronouncing et, the tongue Is at once pressed so dose, 
lhat the sound is ins'.antiy intercepted. 

8dly, If the tip of the tongue be turned up towards the upper gum, so as n^e 
to touch it, ana thus the breath be cut by the sharp point of the tongue, 
passing through the narrow chink left between that and the gum, we pro- 
nounce the sibilalir^g sound of s. ]f we accompany this operation with a 
guttural sound, as in b, i», and i/i in then, we snail pronounce the letter ir; 
the same difierence subsibting between s and z as between / and v, p and b, 
thandl^. 

3dly, If we make the Up of the tongue vibrate rapidly between the upper 
and lower jaw, so as not to touch the latter, and the former but gently, we 
shall pronounce the letter r. The more closely and forcibly the touguo 
vibrates against the upper jaw, the stronger will the sound be rendmd.

OF ACCENT. 

Having thus piven what we deem the best authorities as to the founds 
of the letters, wc shall insert the following short rules for the accent, or qunn* 
iUy of syllables, by Dr. Johnson; whicli, though subject to exception, are, 
perhaps, the best suited to Uie comprehension of the uniformed student of 
any extant, on a subject so complicated, and ^here so much, after all the 
rules that can be given^ must depend on the compass and capacity ol the voice 
of tlio speaker. 

Accent is the laying a peculiar stress of the voice on a oerUdn letter or 
syllable in a word, that it may be better heard than the rest, or distinguished 
from them; as in the word pr&^u'me, the stress of the voice must be on the 
ietter u, and second syllable ^iz/;ic, which takes the accent. 

Every word of our language, of more tlian one syllable, has one of them 
dfStlnguishiKl from the rest in this manner: and every monosyllable of two ov 
morr letters has one of its lett*?rs thus distinguished. 

As emphasis is astronj^cr and fuller sound of voice, by which we distin- 
guish some word or words on which we design to lay particular stress, to siiew 
how ifaey affect the rest of the sentence, so, where ouier reesont do not forbid, 
flie eoeent always dwells with greatest force on that part of the w;ord which, 
from its importance^ tlie hearer lias always the greatest occasion to ob-

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OF VERSIFICATION. 

VERSTFICATTOy Is tbe smmgement of a certain number of jyllriihi^' 
jeeording to certain lavs established in a language bj fireqoeBt repetiuon, thn 

ftamiooy of which consists in a pleasing variety of accented and unaccent^ 
synables, which, connected, form a foot. Tliey are called feet, because it is by 
tbeir aid that the voice, as it Were, steps along through the verse, in a me»> 
tared pace; and it is necessary that the ijllables, which mark this regular 
movement of the voice, should, in some manner, be distinguished from the 
othars. This distinction was made amons the Greeks and Homans, by dividing 
their syllables into long and short, and ascertaining their quantity by an exac( 
proportion of time In sounding them ; the long being to the short as two tm 
oue» and the lo<ig syllables, being thus the more important, marked ths 
movement. In English, syllables arc divided into accented and unaccented; 
and the accented syllables, being as strongly distinguished from the uoae- 
coated, by the peenliar stress of tbe volee npon them, are equi^Uy capable •# 
taaricin^ the movement, and pointing ont the regular paces of the voloe, as tbe 
long syllables were, by their quantity, among the ancients. ^

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CONSTITUTION OF THE BRITISH ISLES. 



ENGLAND 

13 Uiat partot Great Britain, vi\\K\\ 13 contiguous to ihe soutliern and eastern 
ocean. It we include Wates, which lies 011 the west side of the island, it ia 
nearly of a triangular form, willi some irregularities, between the 50th and 55th • 
degrees of north latitude, and betwccu the Cd degree of cast and the 6th degree 
of west longitude ; and is about 400 miles in leu»th from north to south, and 
in some parts towiirds the soltl^ about 3(50 in braadtll, bat in the north part« 
wheie it first joins to Scotland, is scarcely 80 rniles, and even tliat is gradually 
contBRcied almost to an angular point at Berwick upon Tweod. The German 
ocean bounds it on the east, the Kn^lish channel on (hcsoiitli, and the Irisli 
sea or 8t. George's diannel 011 the we^t. On the norih-wcst Soiway frith, 
which fiklls into the Iri^h sea below Carlisle, separates It from Scotland ; and 
the cour3e of the rivers Liddel and Tweed m a north-east direction to Berwick, 
is the boundaij of the two kingdoms now tmlted aader the name of Great 
Britain. 

Of its aucient inhabitants our acsounts are very imperfect, before the arrival 
JuliutCmBar\ but the southern parts were then full of people, and, from 
the names of the different tribes, it seems highly probable, that they had emi- 
grated from various parts of Gaul, and that each colony, as it settled into some 
connected form of government, preserved the memory of their origin bv this 
measure. Comparing thfidescription of Gaul by Cassar, with the names of these 
colonies, we can have little donbt In eoncloding, that the ancient Britons came 
from Gaul. 

The clinate of England is more variable than almost any other on the face of the 

Slobe of equal extent. Surrounded almost by tiie oceau, clouds are continually 
omung in the vicinity from exhalntiona of vapours ; and no place being distant 
firom the sea more than 130 miles, ihc greatest uncertainty or weather natarally 
follows. '! he sea coasts, from fogs and damps, are subject to agues and pti- 
trid fevers ; v/hilst the inland part?, which are more elevated, especially the 
mountainous districts, are uot only more fully exposed 10 the extremes of heat 
and cold, but to sadden and heavy raini, which produce, rheumatisms, &c« 
Tlie natural attraction of those elevated parts causes the clouds to accjuire a 
motion that way : and when, from their agitated slate, though by this time 
more strongly condensed, the enveloped properties are disturbed by iutcrrup- 
tion from the mountains, the rains descend with ttofe or less violence as the 
agitation Ims been excitedf or as the quantity of moist particles collected in 
those clouds. And as the soil of these districts is nsnally of a lighter texture, 
more liable to be dried up, and in itself less fertile, this natural disadv^irtage 
is in a great degree compensated by the more frequent returns of these genial 
ahowers than in the level jblalns where they have less need of them, from the 
possession of a deeper sou. Hence, probably, no country In the worlds of 
equal extent, produces so much essential sustenance fbr man and beasti and 
that we have justly to boast of continual verdure. 

i he extent of England has b(>cn estimated at about 50,270 square miles, and 
SS,l72,8008Utoto acres; and the populatlMof Eii|Muadalon« bet bean latet^ 
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rSttmated at 8,Tn ,424, less than four acres to each iudividual ; and of thesc^ 
tlie city of London and countv of Middlesex are more than oae tentli part* 
As a manufactunng country auo, tKe produce is b^ond al! calculattoo. 

England is divided into 40 counties or bhires ; and, since the Normau coil* 
quest, for the distribution of justice, into six circuits, to eiich of which tw<i 
judi^es are appointed twice a year, except in the northern circuit; Uie lour 
northern counties are only ▼iatted in the summer. Local districts also, having 
peculiar jurisdiction by gnat or cluurter from the crown, have power of admi. 
uisierini; justice in various cases. Tlie religion of the kingdom is episcopal; 
and the established church is governed by two archbishops and tw eniy bishops 
in England, and four in Wales, besides tlie bishop of Sodor and Man; t>ut the 
last (foes not sit in the house of peers. About sixty archdeacons also are 
appointed to certain districts, to aid the bishops in the government of ihe 
church; and in some dioceses rural deans continue to be appointed annually, 
to superintend and report the state of tlie ecclesiastical tabrics, dec withm 
their respective deaneries. 



WALES 

IS situate on the western side of England, on Hm Irish sea» being separated 
from England by irregular county boundaries, nearly from north to south 
fVom near Chester to Card ifif on the Bristol ciiannel, having part of Ciieshire, 
Sliropshire, Herefordshire, and Homnouthshire contiguous on the east. Oxi 
that side, which is longest, it may be about 130 miles; and in breadth, from 
east to west, frorii 40 to 100 miles. The inhabitants anciently were iJie 
> remains of those Britons who escaped the destruction of the l^omnn invaders, 
and, irom tlieir mountainous situation, long held an independent possession. 
In climate, it is nearly similar to the mountainous parts of England, of whicii 
It has n proportionably ^eater quanti^, and consequently is less productive in 
the necessary sustenance of its people. Its extent has been estimated at about 
8,125 square miles; and its statute meres at 5,200,000. Its recent populalion 
was £41 nearly ten acres to each individual. It is divided into North and 
South Wales, each having six counties; and, for administration of justice, 
including Cheshire, is divided into four Grand Sessions, to \vhich some of the 
leading counsel of England are appointed, and preside as judges twice n year* 
In ecclesiastical concerns^ it is the same as England^ and has four bisliops. 



SCOTLAND 

18 altiMltf as ire slatedt to the north of England, and is on til sides 
washed by the sea, except from Carlisle to Berwick, where it is separated bv 
two rivers, for about 70 miles, or very little more. Generally estimating, it it 
about sac miles from north to south, independent of the Orkney islands to the 
aortliward, but is scarcely SOO in breadth any where, without including the 
large islands west of it, and in many places not 100. It is usually divided into 
the northern and southern inhabitants, of which the river Tay is tlie limit 
making the former part much the largest. The northern part has only thirtefm 
coonlte, and larger ; the other twenty-one counties, which are smal ler .

°[?«n,<*»vWed into Highlands and Lowlands; the latter of which affect the En- 
glish language and habit, but the former, beinp more rude and barbaious, thoup}.

Ts a detached Island, separated firom the south-west parts of Scotland^ Sot* 

and. and ales, by the Irish sea, and pr«»jects &rther west intothe AUantle 
ocean than any other part of Kurope. From the nonh-cast to tlie south-west, 
which is the longest direction, ti exceeds 300 miles ; and from east to west the 
breadth b generally J80 miles, and in some places less. As an island it partakes 
so much of the genial nature of England, that it needs only common mdustry 
to render it extremely productive in all the comforts of life ; and, havinc: fewer 
mountains, and possessing a rich soil, wheie industry and science are certain ot 
reward. We may^estimate its extent therefore at about 40,000 square miles, and 
It6,e80,000 statute acres.
